all,

labor, except were the State is directly 
interested. I don't suppose Mycri ever 
thought of the scheme he advocates 
until he got on the track and then 
some one told him it would be a good 
card to play in the campaign."

IH;I|<-<; are far from being peaceful ani- 
m.iN. A fight between hot-blooded 
Texan cattle generally terminates in 
one of the animals being 
severely 


wounded. As the smell of blood drjfls 
down the winds, which ceaselessly 
blows on the plains, it attracts these 
s< rew Mies, and they course through 
the air, eagerly following the trail, an- 
xi )iis to deposit their eggs in the 
wound. The Hies do not alight tn de 
poMiing their eggs, but as they fly 
i.-ipidly and closely to the injured ani- 
mal, which evinces the utmost terror 
when tlio buz/ of doom fills the air, 
they drop a gelatinous subsUnce which 
add- i us to tlie wound

NOT PUOBABLB THAT IT WILL 


BEAOH AMERICA. 


Deaoription of the Ancient Dam- 


lottft on tho Nile and tho Land 
of Plagues—A Distressing Accu- 
mulation of Horrors. 
The prevalence of cholera in Kgypt 


cr,i/,y and roam the prairies 
H members of bovine society 


until death Lays his kind hand on 
them. 
1 have been informed by the 


cattle breedeis who gr.i/e th.ir stock 
on ihc staked plain*, that the animals 
seem to reali/.e the danger they are in 
when wounded, and have been known 
to seek safety in Might; but that the 
flies follow the scent in Ihe air as 
hounds follow a ''ox, and the wounded 
animals are generally overtaken 


On the great plains lying enstwnrd 


of tlu Rocky Mountains ami included 
in the arid bell, cattle are bied oil an 
extensive scale. 
It is not the custom 


to close herd the slock in any portion 
of the range. There is a branding 
romrlup in the spring, a beef roundup 
in the fall, and in Texas an additional 
roundup preparatory 
to the spring 


drive of salable cattle to the northern 
gra/ing grounds 
During the greater 


portion of the year the cattle roam at 
will. 
A few cowboys ride the hinge 


and pretend to keep note of the locali- 
ties where their employer's brands are 
feeding, 
ft can be easily seen that 


under thi.s careless management the 
losses resulting from attacks of screw 
worms can be <|uite heavy, and still1 be 
unknown to the owner of the brand, 
When cattle are found suffering from 
the attacks of ihcse worms, they, if ihc 
tunneling of the llesh has not progress- 
ed too far, are thrown to the ground, 
and u rude and generally unsticce.ss- 
Ail attempt js madq to exterminate Iho 
parasites by a free use of citrine oint- 
ment. This oimment will destroy (he 
unhalched eggs, but its efficacy'in 
killing the living w'orms is disputed! , 


The screw worm is a little over Half 


an inch,long. 
It is corrugated and 


exceedingly hard, 
When put under 


the point of a knife and pressed upon 


- the worm slips from under the sloe! 
and flies through the air as .though 
made of rubber. 
Imagine a while 


half-inch screw having a pointed black 
head instead of the usual slotted one. 
That is a fair representation of the 
screw worm. 


For years Texas cattle have been 


driven to Kansas to feed on Ihe grass- 
es of the plains lying in the arid belt. 
For years they have been driven to 
the northern portion of the Indian 
Territory to graze on the imtajed 
ranges of that great gra/ing land, Un- 
til last year there was no trouble in 
Kansas 
from screw 
worms. 
The 


stories told by Texas drivers of the 
suffering of the cattle on the southern 
ranges made but little impression on 
the men of Kansas. That these flies 
would ever follow the Texas cattle up 
the trails to the comparatively north- 
ern country of Kansas, was unsuspect- 
ed by the most gloomy minded ol the 
Kansas people. 
Kven if suspected, 


they never, in the most 
appalling 


flights of their dark imaginations, 
thought that the flies would change 
their habits, and select the nostrils of 
human beings to deposit thei* eggs in, 
but such is the case. 


It is probable that the long contin- 


ued south, west winds of last suntmer 
wafted the flies from the vicinity of the 
herds feeding south ol Dodge* City 
into the more thickly settled portions 
of Kansas 
At any rate, the mature 


Hies were far east of the -'dead line," 
and far north of the Arkansas River 
during a portion of last summer. Sev- 
eral persons were attacked by screw 
worms. One of the cases that termi- 
nated fatally was fully reported in the

deposit their eggs, struck a catarrlutl 
trail, followed it to its source, and der 
posited their eggs in the nostrils of the 
unfortunates while they slept, 
They 


might easily drop their eggs into the 
nostrils of persons lying down, even.if 
they were awake. 


Physicians are awaiting the (level- 


opmeiil.s thjs summer with great in 
lerest, 
The .sensitiveness of the mu- 


cous membrane narrowly limits the 
remedies that can safely be applied', 
Curbolic acid, if weakened sufficiently 
to be used without {injuring the mem- 
brane, has no effect on the hard, cor- 
rugated worms. 
Kerosene oil has 


proved effectual, 
Jt instantly kill* the 


worms. 
This oil will kill any insect, 


If the worms, through the ignorance 
ot the physicians, are allowed to re- 
mainoil undhturberl for several days, 
it is exceedingly doubtful if any reme- 
fly can reach them. 
It may be that 


an enormously strong man Could en- 
dure Ihe pmn and could rdllj/ from the 
exhaustion following intense physical 
suffering until the worms feeding on 
his flesh arrived at perfect maturity 
and crawled from their, burrows to 
screw themselves into, the Jground, 
from which they emerge, as flies in' 
about ion days. 
I doubt, however, i'f 


any'man living has sufficient, vitality 
to live through an attack by screw 
worms.

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to quite an alarming extent has caused 
some apprehension as to the proba- 
bility of this dread disease gaining a1 


.foothold on this side of the Athnlic 
once more. The epidemics of 1849 
and in 1854, during th'e prevalence of 
which from 50 to ibo persons died 
daily in this city, says the Pittsburg 
Di-patch, is still fresh in the memory 
of some of the 
old resiclenters. > In 


the former year, according to the best 
date obtainable the disease was brought 
to this country by a party of Germans 
who arrived at New Orleans' in the \ 
ship Swanlon, with 13 deaths from 
cholera before arrival and from1 which 
six cases were sent to shore, 
This 


started an epidenltf in New 
Orleans, 


and every steamer and vessel leaving 
that port had from '20 to $o cases 'on 
board, and thus the disease became 
prevalent along the Chid and Missis- 
sippi river towns, including -this city, 
Krom 8t. Louis it was carried over 
the emigrant route to San Francisco, 
more than one thousand persons died 
on the road, and many Indians became 
the victims of tho dread disease, 
In 


1854 the scourge -it-turned, after' play- 
ing havoc with a large portion of the 
Kuropean population, 


Dr. II. 11. Hoffman, one of the old-' 


est physicians in the city, who prac 
tired here during both the epidemics, 
was visited last evening by a Dispatch 
reporter, and gave some interesting 
reminiscences on 
the 
subject!. 
"I 
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hot wind, which the strongest man 
cannot face without instantly feeling 
his muscles unstrung, his'skin parched 
and feverish, and his whole body limp 
and nerveless as a wet rag, is of itself 
a sufficient agent of evil.

A small green fly 
persistently settles upon the'sores oi- 
the diseased eyelid, and when driven 
off carries the infection along with it 
wherever il alights, 
So common is 


this disease among the Arabs 'tjiat 
MeherherAH is said'to have formed 
two battalions of one eyed men, the 
one wanting the right* cye-and the 
other the left,,.

from sheer exhaustion,, Should W 
have another epidemic, which 1 'do 
not expect this year, we will be better' 
able to combat it. Cholera is easier 
treated than typhoid fever. tJnripp 
fruit and raw vegetables should not 
be eaten and alcoholic beverages 
should be discarded, 
'Persons 'ad- 


dicted to drinking, however, have a 
slim chance of escaping death. Fright 
has a great deal to do with fatal cases. 
I knew one man to die Irom this ami 
nothing else.

1866 1 had 9 cases, all of which I
